Dear Governor Palin - 



Hy name is Tami Bowman. I mi a mother of two, and I have been a licensed childcare 
provider in Juneau for almost one year. Many of the families 1 work with depend On child- 
care assistance to be able to afford guality, regulated care for their children so that 
they can 

work. Childcare assistance is a great benefit to the modest and low-income families in 
Juneau to whom the real cost of child-care is an overwhelming financial burden. 



Unfortunately, I have heard that the hard working, dedicated child-care providers in 

the state of Alaska have not had a raise in wages in 8 years. X understand this is because 
the state of Alaska nas not increased its allocation for childcare assistance in since the 
year 2000. Although I realize I haven't been in the business that long, I believe it 
because the maximum amount the State of Alaska will pay today for infant Child care is $65 
less than what I paid at a facility for my daughter in 2001. I also had to supply food 
for her until she was over 1 year old. My rates are slightly higher than what the state 
allocates for childcare (and I still charge less than what I paid for my daughter AND I 
provide food) . This means parents have to pay the dif ference between my rates and the 
state 's rates, and it is one more expense that these families cannot afford. The process 
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in which the atate decides how much funding they will allocate for the next year's 
aesistance is a very flawed process. The atate baaes future allocationa on a survey taken 
of childcare providers ' r 

atea. Last year they picked a date - July I8th I believe - for uh to be ready to answer 
guestions for. They aaked me how many children were in care and for how long that day, 
how many were on asaistance and what ray ratea were. i base my ratea on what the state' 
will pay, ao that my parentB don't have the extra burden of coraing up with extra money 
they don't have just to pay me. 



If I raise my rates, my clienta will go where there is less financial burden. If i don't 
raise my ratea, I will not be able to afford my home for much longer. So it ia no 
surprise to me that facilities are closing. m 2001, I had a home with a mortgage of 
$130,000. I now have a $285,000 mortgage for a home with one more bedroom and a smaller 
yard than I had before. How can a person keep a childcare facility open with the cost of 
living going up as it is? 



In addition to being under-funded, there are aerious flaws in the way the child-care 
asaistance monies are regulated. If the parent needs full-time childcare and is working 
full-time, authoriaations should be for full-time childcare not "lfi full time days 
attendance, unless the child attends more, in which case the full-time enrollment amount 

will be paid". This sort of an authorization gives the provider no idea at all what will 
be paid until the beginning of the next month when they are paid. In fact, the parent's 
full co-pay is due at the beginning bf the month and with an attendance authorization, the 
provider cannot know what to charge as the parent will have to pay for any miBsed days. 



The state will only pay for the days the child attends care. This seems reasonable at 
first glance but it is actually a policy with terrible implications . For example, if a 
child doean't attend care for one or aeveral days due to illness or some other family 
emergency, the state will not subsldize care for those days. So the parent misses a day of 
work and has to pay the full day 's rate of care that, day. Parents should not be denied 
childcare funding because they have sick kids and could not go to work or school. Denial 
for childcare funding due to circumstances beyond the control of the parent such as sick 
children or if they themaelves are sick or for other reasons unable to work ia just plain 
wrong. It is a financial double whammy for low-income parents. 



The other obvious implication of this misguided policy is that parents consistently bring 
their sick children to childcare to avoid the financial expense of keeping them home. 
This, of courae, is not what ia beat for a aick child and is also endangering the health 
of 

the other children in care as well as the health of the childcare provider. And if a child 
is particularly sickly and misses several daya a month, it is a balance the parent is 
often not able to pay. 



This leaves me, as the provider, with the choice of either eating the los s of income 
(which is what most often happena) , or discontinuing care for that child, which still 
leaves me unpaid. So I ask this, why is child-care for low-income families being 
subsidi zed on the 

backs of the states hard-working, dedicated child-care providers? My bills don't go down 
becauae I was aick for two weeks or if I go on vacation, so why should my income go down 
because someone else's child is sick or their family paya for them to come visit for the 
holidays? 
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I have a family of my own, By default the state ia asking me to subsidize the care for 
Alaska 's young children. I cannot create a household budget because I rarely get paid what 
I charge my people who use childcare assistance because the bureaucracy doesn't allow it 
and people on aasistance count on that assistance and cannot afford to pay the extra 
expense when their children are sick. Should I not accept low-income children into my care 
and only provide these valuable spots for parents that are able to pay out-of-pocket? {At 
least then, I would not be working without pay and subsidizing a problem that ia not 
mine) . Should we have a childcare hierarchy where the valuable, regulated, licensed 
childcare spots are reserved for parents who are able to pay without assistance, leaving 
parents who are dependent on assistance to leave their kids home with the neighbor, or in 
unregulated care? Any way you look at it, the state is going to end up paying to support 
these families. 



I keep hearing about a childcare crisis in Juneau. I believe people living in Juneau will 
continue to have problems finding quality childcare if childcare providers continue to 
have problems being adeguately compensated for their work. The childcare assistance 

bureaucracy is a mess and does not do enough to assist the parents who need it or the 
providers who bill it. These rules and regulations that do not allow parents to receive 
the funding they need for childcare and delay or prevent childcare providers from 
receiving payment for services rendered are a major reason for the crisis in childcare in 
Juneau . 



Please hear my plea and that of other daycare providers. We need help and we need it 
soonl You are a mother of young children, and I know you understand as a parent how 
important guality child care ia. for ALL families. Please use some of your "Budget 
Surplus" to re-do the childcare assistance system so that low-income families can afford 
to work, and so that we can continue to provide quality, regulated care for them. 



Thank you for your time in considering thia urgent matter.

As 
it turus out, the woman I have been dealing with at premera Blue Cross misquoted 
Information to me. When I received the COBRA enrollment papere, I read them very 
carefully. At that time I read and understood that you cannot make partial paymenta for 
your monthly premiums. When I called and spoke with this woman she said, "We understand 
that if you are on COBRA it means that you are not employed. We accept partial payments 
and keep a running balance for you. As long as you make regular monthly payments, your 
coverage will remain active." So, of course, I listened to the Insurance company. X have 
made regular monthly payments for covera 

ge that began in February 2007. While at DRB I was told that the Information I was given 
was slmply Incorrect. I am now expected to come up with over $8000.00 immediately to 
continue coverage. Also, if I am unable to come up with the premiums, Premera will take 
back all moniea payed to my health care providers . Once they take back all of those 
payments, X am quite sure I will no longer be able to continue with my current treatment 
plan for the injuries I sustained in 2006. My condition has already becotne chronic. No 
treatments will ensure it becomes permanent. 
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I also followed up with Occupacional Disability. They informed me that when I cashed out 
the small amount I had in PERS (to pay for insurance premiums and prescriptions) i lost 
membership. No one had ever told me what "memberahip" meant. I had no idea there were 
any other benefits besides monetary. I asked if I could pay back that money and was told 
I could if I returned to work. Again, these injurles have left me di sabi ed. 3o there ie 
no help for me there. I hope someone ia reviewing this situation, The system has some 
serious f lawe that need to be addresses .

The only way my parents survived 
all my medical bills, doctor visits every month, hospital etays, and my whole ordeal about 
taking on this disease as a person was my father Kevin Hile was stationed in the mllitary. 
My medical was paid for. Until I turned eight-teen. After that my life has gone down 
hill. I could no longer aford my medical expensea. I 'm thousands of dollars in dedt. I

I've lost my eye sight, 
my heart has many complicationa, feeling, depression, I've had my urethra sliced open then 
closed again, doctors say my kidneys are okay but thats the number one complication in 
diabetics. I've had my thyroid removed, my tube s tied, now I have to have. aurgery again to 
fix a hunia. Every year I've had to get aomething done. I delay going to the doctors as 
much as I can. I 'm twenty-nine and have the state of Alaska paying for a majority of my 
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medical. My one question is how can I find a phyaician that will help me with this disease 
becauae I 'v 

e been through hell trying to get in to a 1 

ee a doctor. First my original doctor at Tanana Valley Clinic in Fairbanks reaigned. So 
I tried to find a Endocronologist here in Alaska and come to find out we onXy have one. 
She ia located in Anchorage. I have tried to get into seeing her but every time either I 
couldn't get medicaid to get me a flight or set up to see her I waa denied. i tried this 
summer and it was hell. X went down with my friend had two-hundred dollars. Tried for a 
hotel found one and when we went to my appointment they gave my room up to someone else 
and told me to find soraewhere else. My friend knew sorae family there and we had a place to 
atay. But my mother in law and father in law where down there and couldn't get a room 
anywhere so they stayed in there van . Sixty year olds ahouldn ' t have to do that . Well next 
day went to ray appointment to find out that the doctor wasn't there but her nurae would 
see me. They checked my sugars before I went in they were 32, I waited an hour and a half 
before I waa abl 

e to raise them. When I got back to Moose Creek I never wanted to go back. Ever since I've 
been looking for a doctor. Right now l' m able to see a nurae practitioner . If it waan't 
for her Z wouldn't know that my brittle diabetes is killing me. So please reapond back 
with any advice on what I can do for those of us that don't have the medical assisstance 
that we need.

Small Business Responds to Call for Nominations 
Of Federal Rules In Need Of Review and Reform 

December 31 Deadline For Nominations 

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Small businesses and their representatives have eagerly responded to the 
Office of Advocacy's call for nominations of federal rules in need of review and reform. Nominations 
have been received from across the country since the announcement of the Regulatory Review and 
Reform (r3) initiative. 

"We are excited about the initial response to our r3 initiative," said Thomas M. Sullivan, Chief 
Counsel for Advocacy. "Clearly, small business owners are concerned about the burden placed on them 
by regulations that may be outdate or unwieldy. More importantly, they are doing more than 
complaining; the small business community is making constructive suggestions for how to improve 
current rules." 

Advocacy research shows that complying with all federal regulations now costs our economy $1.1 
trillion per year - more per household than the cost of healthcare. The smallest of businesses bear the 
brunt of the business regulations. They annually pay 45 percent more per employee to comply with 
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federal regulations than big businesses do. 

The Office of Advocacy of the U.S. Small Business Administration is stili seeking nominations of 
federal rules in need of review and reform. The "Top 10" rules nominated by small business owners, 
trade associations, and others will be transmitted to appropriate federal agencies for review and reform. 

Nominate regulations needing review and reform by visiting the Office of Advocacy r3 website at 
www.sba.gov/advo/r3, by sending an email to advocacy@sba.gov, or by calling Keith Holman at (202) 
205-6936. Nominations are due by December 31, 2007. 

The r3 initiative addresses many of the issues raised in a recent GAO report, Reexamining 
Regulations: Opportunities Exist to Improve Effectiveness and Transparency of Retrospective Reviews. 
The report spotiighted implementation of section 610 of the Regulatory Flexibility Act, which mandates 
that agencies periodtcally examine their existing regulations to measure changing impacts on small 
business. 

The Office of Advocacy, the "small business watchdog 1 * of the federal government, examines the 
role and status of small business in the economy and independently represents the views of small 
business to federal agencies, Congress, and the President It is the source for small business statistics 
presented in user-friendly formats, and it funds research into small business issues.

Years ago asphalt was shipped 
to the bush in 55 gallon drums and you had to manually remove the top of the drum. When 
you use up to 8,000 gallons a day, thafs a lot of drums - boring. 

Q: How have you workad wfth the Alaska labor community?

administrator for 16 years promoting and expanding apprenticeshlp opportunities. I afso 
worked on bringing other training programs together in sharing resources and training 
together as a team where applicable. Some of the trainings that occurred were ball field, 
soccer field and parking lot grading and paving for non-profit organizah'ons. 

Q: What is your involvement with the Alaska Pipeline Training program? 

Alaska Works Partnership provides a pipeline training course every fail to Alaskans wanting to 
work in the oil and gas construction Industry. My previous involvement with the pipeline 
training was as the team feader for the program. My present involvement is knowledge 
transfer 

Q: After graduatfon, what opportunities become available for graduates? 

In the past more than 90 percent of graduates of each dass were placed on North Slope 
pipeline projects in the same training year.

Alaska Is the place to be for the next 25 years in the business of oil and gas. as wel! as 
highway construction and mineral development. I am the eternal optjmist and never really had 
a bad day. Some are just better than others. Life is what you make of it

Dear Governor Palin: 

Considering the high cost of energy, lack of infiastructure, limitcd Iabor pool and 
very high cost of operation, running a business in rural Alaska can be quite a challenge. 
This is particularly true in emerging industries wherc new obstacles are encountered 
around every comer. The last thing a mral entrepreneur needs is the state govemment 
pushing their heads under water. 

Unfortunately, the "mom and pop" operations comprising the membership of the 
Alaskan Shellfish Growers Association find themselves in the position of being put out of 
business by the same govemment that is promising to help us develop one of Alaska's 
most promising opportunities to create new year-round businesses and employment The 
state constitution even supports development of a responsible aquaculture industry, but 
that' s not what we're feeling as we fece state-imposed user fees that will put us out of 
business. 

If the State of Alaska wants to help rural coastal coramunities strengthen 
economies battered by the loss of the timber industry and shrinking fisbing and seafood 
processing opportunities it shouldn't work to foreclose promising new economic 
opportunities before they even get off the ground. 

For the past five years we have been trying to convince the state to resume 
runding tests on shellfish for presence of paralytic shellfish poisoning (PSP), but we've 
only been successful at temporarily keeping the program runded. But, these fixes are 
about to expire and we're looking at funding PSP testing through user fees that are so 
high that they will put at least half of existing shellfish farms out of business. 

This ineludes my own farm, Tenass Pass Shellfish Company, which has been in 
business for the past 20 years. If the fees were in place this summer, I would have had to 
pay $250 per week to the DEC lab to sell $1,000 worth of oysters and clams, or 25 
percent of my gross revenucs. No small rural Alaska business can survive if the state 
takes one-fourth of its gross receipts before bills are paid for labor, ruel, freight, and

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materials, etc. For us it is as simple as looking at our already red bottom line and sceing 
the new fees would have doubled our losses last year. 

If we have to close our operation, Naukati will lose two full-time, year-round jobs 
and the $50,000 a year we spend in the community. You'U see this repeated in another 
two dozen farms scattered between Prince of Wales and Prince William Sound. While 
this may not be an economic emergency, these lost jobs and future potential are painful in 
an area like rural Southeast that is projected to lose 25 percent of its population by 2030. 

As you can see from the attached resolution of the Southeast Conference, the PSP 
program also is widely regarded by coastal residents as an important state service 
designed to help protect public health. Every shellfish-producing state in the country 
provides free PSP testing of commercial harvests to ensure widespread compliance with 
monitoring programa except Alaska. As the population the most at risk of getting sick or 
dying of PSP, Alaskans deserve the same level of public health protection as other states. 

We respectfully request you reconsider your administration's decision to not 
include PSP testing as a general fund expenditure. We hope to be able to count on your 
administration as being supportive of shellfish farming. 

We are confident the legislature will insert the $80,000 in general funds to support 
this vital public health service if DEC just supports the proposal. So tar, the agency has 
remained neutral on the issue. 

While we understand your determination to hold the line on state spending, this 
small incremental expenditure certainly is well within the reach of the state to fund at a 
time when Alaska is enjoying billions of dollars in surplus revenues. 

Thank you for considering this request.
